Go To Good Roads Convention. 



The tobacco growers in Christian 
tian county are showing a great deal 
of interest in the cost .of production 
work discussed in these columns sev- 
eral days ago. Mr J. B. Hutson, of 
the Kentaclcy Experiment Station, 
who is in charge «l tiie work here, 
reports that practically all of the far- 
mers whom he has seen have been 
interested to the extent that they 
are now keeping accurate and com- 
plete figrures on the growing tobacco 
crop. Seventy-five ,Cl»ri4tiaiucojnty 
farmers hare alrea^ly sOllim mese 
records. 

At the close of each day these far- 
mCTs^ecord^^j^^jMropl^^o^^ 



vided by the Experiment Station all 
men and horse labor and other labor 
and other items of expense expended 
or incurred for the tobacco crop for 
that day. Mr. Hutson visits these 
farmers at least or as often as every 
two weeks, looks over the records so 
as to insure accuracy and uniformity 
and a complete understanding on the 
part of ihe experiment station of the 
different entries. He also makes 
such suggestions as to the keeping of 
the records as to insure their sim- 
plicity, accuracy and unifoiijnity. 

Theso records will be used in con- 
nection with other data secured by 
Mr. Hutson during the year to work 
out the cost of the growing crop. He 
is much elevated over the interest 
that has been shown in the work. 
Most of the farmers who are keeping 
the records are on or near the Naah- 
vill, Clarksville, Palmyra, Princeton, 
Madisonville or Greenville roads. 

Mr. Hntson states that because of 
the unusually heavy rains and the 
condition of some of the cross .roads 
that it has been impossible for him 
to get into all sections of the county 
that he had expected. He asks us 
to say, however, that he will be glad 
to furnish the forms and aid in start- 
ing records for any farmer interested 
in work of this kind. He can be 
found any Saturday afternoon from 



two to six p. m. at the 'H. B. M. A. 
office on Main Street.

It Is known that se- 
rious accidents marked the experi-

Washington.— The lh»t three Amer- 
ican soldierrto die in battle on French 
soil fell In the village of Betbelmout, 
about twelve miles east of Nancy. The 
population of this region decided to 
ereet a iiiouunieiit < onniieinoratlng 
their saerilice, iino a replica of this 
proposed rjiniiiMin m w as sent to I're.s- 
I Ident Wilson liy Ainbas'sador Sharp 
at Paris a few months ago at the re- 
quest of those iu ct^rge of the proj- 
ect. Originally It was the hitentlon 
to hold the ceremony of dedication Id 
the very village of Bethelmont, where 
the three youn;,' lu i (les had given their 
lives for freedom, liut tlie coniiiiunity 
was situiit.d so near tlie firint; line 
that tlie (en inony had to be lieid at 
Naney. Am! a^^lld'kf Sharp liiis sent 
to the state department a graphic re< 
port on the subject ▲ large crowd 
of distinguished people were present 
at the dedication exerciaes. 

M. Mlrman, In his address before a 
huge assembly at Nancy, emplmsized 
the fact that the three young heroes 
in whose honor the monument had 
been erected were not, indeed, the 
first Americans whose blood had 
tinged the battlefields of France. 
Toung men from the United States, 
Impatient to fight, had enrolled volun- 
tarily }n the French and Englisii ar- 
mies and already In 1916 their num- 
ber exceeded 20,000. 

Carried .American Flag. 
A very touching Incident Ulnstrates 
the patriotism of those Americans who 
had joined the French Foreign Legion 
before the United States entered the 
war. Not boing able to (iprht .'penly 
und( r (lie Sliir-.Spansled Bni'.ner tliey 
pro( ui <'(l an Aiuericun flag and decided 
:ti!it oat-li of them, in turn, slioiild car- 
ry it wrupiied around his breast. In 
this way our flag was present in nU 
those numerous combats In which the 
colors of the Foreign Legion partlci 
pated. Twice it was pierced by bul- 
lets and stained with the blood of 
wounds. Oiiro he who carried it f«'ll, 
the Aii'oriiiiii voliinleers scarelu'd fit 
fleld and found tlieir d.ad comrade, 
ti)ol: from his Ixuly the well-beloved 
eolor.s, iuid, iirined wlth_thls emblem 
they wnt forward to new exploits. 
When the United States took up the in- 
suiting defiance of Germany these 
American volunteers, already veter< 
ans, took t)ieir places In their Nation- 
al army «nd presented to France thl< 
flag which so proudly they had borno 
through numerous battles, and tba 
Freneh reverently deposited It at th« 
Ijividides. 

A few days after the first Amerh 
cans entered tiie trenches the Germans 
desired to test the worth of their new 
«nemy. They directed an attach 
agahist the sector. Valiantly did th« 
American soldiers support their bap* 
tlsmal fire. 

Did Not Yield an Inch. 
They did not yield one Inch of tlieli 
positions. The enemy wlio hud peiie- 
trated for a moment Into their trench 
cs withdrew, leaving numerons dead 
Three Americans were kilted In th« 
French lines, one pierced by « revolver 
shot, the other t\fo stabbed witli pon- 
iards, they were Interred in a fleld 
below the hill on which are . !usi, i, .] 
the houses of the village of IJeiiu!- 
iiiiMit. It was decided that the naim s 
of tlieso three first victims slionid 
inseribed on stone, and a)t!u>ii.L'h (In; 
project could not be given dlmeusloiii 
in keeptng with the importance of tbs 
historic fact to be commemorated, th« 
design Is artistic and was drawn b^i 
Louis MaJorelle. The cwss and the 
thistle Lorraine are entwined wltli 
the stars of America. The Inscriptioo 
ou one side reads:
